template Construction of Line 
Soon as Possible 


ENGINEERS HAVE RECENTLY 
BEEN OVER PORTION GROUND 


An entire new line of railway which wili connect Edmonton 
with the south of the province and will tap the country between the 
C. and E. and the mountains, is now being projected by the Canadian 
Northern, and construction is expected to be commenced this year. 

Engineers for the Northern Construction company have recent- 
ly been over a portion of the road. The line is projected to run out 
of Strathcona southwest into the Pigeon lake district, thence south 
and slightly east, to cross the C. and E. some place near Red Deer, 
and to continue southeast to join the C. N. R. Vegreville-Calgary line 
somewhere near Calgary, ; ; 

Although no definite announcement has been made on this 
line, the C. N. R. construction department are preparing to award 
some contracts on the new road this year, and it is possible that some 
dirt will fly on the grade out of Strathcona before the season is over. 

This line has been planned by the C. N. R. for some years, but 
it is only this spring that there has been any definite action taken. 
Several contractors have been looking over the northern end of the 
work with a view to tendering on it, should the railway company 
decide to call for tenders. : 

The Canadian Northern have a tremendous amount of construc- 
tion work planned for this summer. In addition to completing the 
35 miles on the Athabasca Landing line, they will undertake the 
construction of 200 miles of main line west of Edmonton, the Strath- 
cona-Camrose cut-off, and fifty miles of the Peace river line, branch- 
ing from the main line at Onoway.
